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A medical missionary, captured by Chinese bandits, 
was taken to their leader’s cave in the hills. There was 
no doubt in his mind that he would be executed at once, 
but on his arrival the bandit chieftain was found in the 
throes of appendicitis and the doctor was ordered to at- 
tend him. With cautious anxiety, the other members of 
the band permitted him to prepare for the operation but 
watched him carefully as they handed him the knife 
which had been designated for his execution. The mis- 
sionary cleansed it, purified it over the flames of the 
camp fire, and proceeded to restore the dying bandit’s 
life. Those desperate men could readily understand the 
doctor’s ability to cure. They had no difficulty in accept- 
ing his willingness to do so as a bargain for his own life. 
The thing they could not comprehend, however, was that 
he could take the same knife dedicated to his own death, 
purify it and employ it as the instrument for giving life 
to his enemy. 

So we can also turn evil into good and thus re-enact 
the first word from the cross of Christ—From THE MIR- 
ACLE OF THE CROSS, by Robert R. Brown (Fleming H. 
Revell Co.). 





Today’s man in the street has asked: “What is so dif- 
ferent about the execution of a Nazarene Jew two thou- 
sand years ago? Why should it compel any special at- 
tention today? Wherein lies the reason for contemporary 
reverence of a peasant who was hung in an obscure 
land sO many years past, or for congregating in thou- 
sands of churches to offer humble thanksgiving for his 
sacrifice?” 

An examination of the Cross, as the Roman centurion 
examined it, gives the irrefutable answers. This execution 
was different because it teaches the love of Almighty God, 
because it pictures the human destiny for which all of us 
are created. Sin put the Son of God on Calvary’s cross 
that day, but His forgiveness, His promise of eternal life, 
His love, His approach to suffering, His spiritual thirst, 
His triumphant life, and His deep, abiding faith have 
taken Him down. 

This is the difference. This is why Christians call Good 
Friday “Good!”—From THE MIRACLE OF THE CROSS, 
by Robert R. Brown (Fleming H. Revell Company).

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When Men Go Lame -

sun rose upon him, and he halted upon his thigh.” 


with the angel of the covenant on top of Penuel 
near the ford Jabbok. Verse 24 says, “And Jacob 
was left alone.” Alone . .. the hour when many strange 
things can happen. It can be a time of tragedies or it 
can be a time of blessings. Nothing is more consoling to 
the weary than a place of rest—alone from the vexations 
of life and alone to pray. Even our Lord loved the desolate 
places, the seasides, and the open fields. There has al- 
ways been something significant about the lonely, quiet 
moments and the places of one’s life. Often in His earth- 
ly journey, He sought to be alone. Luke 9:18, “And it 
came to pass as he was alone.” Again in Matthew 14:23, 
“And when he had sent the multitude away, he went up 
into a mountain apart to pray: and when the evening was 
come, he was there alone.” It was in the loneliness part 
of the frightful night, the fourth watch, that Christ came 
walking to the disciples through the spitting foam of the 
raging sea and howling winds. He walked upon the curl- 
ing waves as if they were plush carpets under His feet. 
We are taught to pray alone in secret places so that we 
will be openly rewarded. Think of the loneliness Christ 
suffered during the forty harassing days and nights in 
that remote wilderness with Satan. True to your own life 
are experiences that happened when you were alone be- 
fore God that in mere words of humanity you could not 
possibly describe. Some of the greatest moments I have 
ever spent before the Lord in prayer have been when I 
was isolated among the swaying boughs of trees, alone in 
His presence. I have often sought for the quietest spots 
on earth to commune with my heavenly Father, for ’tis 
then I can relax into the ecstasy of holy praying, alone 
with heavenly beings. 


ANOTHER amazing thing about this drama 
of Jacob on Penuel. Verse 22 says that Jacob rose up that 
night. It happened in the night. Nighttime alone is a 
world of magic—black magic. The still blanket of night 
brings curses and blessings. Crimes are often committed 
during its reign. It is impossible for man to become com- 
pletely adjusted to night’s blackness, for the eye cannot 
pierce through its inky blackness, and we cannot proper- 
ly detect the objects around us; therefore, we cannot be 
at ease in the night unless we have at least a spark of 
light to assist our sight. Consider the curses found in the 
Bible that occurred in the night. As bewitching darkness 
fell over the city, King David sinned with the lovely 
Bathsheba. During the night hours, great Daniel was 
thrown to starving beasts. Who can forget that treacher- 

us night when Judas betrayed the Christ? Remember, it 
as at night that Judas leaped to his death. But, lo, it 
was a glorious night that Peter repented and was forgiv- 


he HIS DESCRIBES the results of Jacob’s wrestling 
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en. It was a lovely, clear, star-studded night the angels 
sang of a Saviour born in the city of David. It was night- 
time when Nicodemus heard heaven’s Prince preach that 
mighty sermon on the new birth. It was at midnight 
when the Philippian jailor found the new birth and was 
saved. The greatest of all nights—somewhere between 
midnight and dawn—the young Jewish Healer arose from 
the dead out of the Syrian grave to live forever, yea, to 
bring the greatest hope for all humanity, the hope of the 
resurrection and of eternal life to all believers. These all 
happened in the hour of the darkest hue. 

At the ford Jabbok, Jacob received the greatest bless- 
ing of his life. God promised to multiply his seed as the 
sands of the seaside and as the starry skies. Before the 
struggle, one great fear dominated the life of Jacob—the 
meeting of his brother Esau from whom he had taken 
the birthright. After he had prayed for deliverance from 
the hands of Esau, he arose in the night, carried his 
family over the ford Jabbok, and returned to Penuel 
alone. The angel was there to deliver to Jacob the mes- 
sage of the promise from God. The term “wrestle” means 
to struggle or to travail. Through the long, dreary night, 
Jacob wrestled with the angel. “I will not let thee go ex- 
cept thou bless me,” Jacob shouted, and the blessing was 
given, but Jacob was left lame. When the morning came, 
the sun rose upon him, and he halted upon his thigh. 
He was not bitter, discouraged, nor undone, but smiling. 
He was exhausted, but glad with victory. 

I see another man and still another who were left ex- 
hausted and lame, but also happy. One is Simon Peter, 
beaten with a scourge for preaching in the strong name 
of Jesus. As he leaves the room of God-haters, with blood 
soaking his garments from the flogging, look at him 
smile and hear him say, “I’m glad I am counted worthy 
to suffer for the sake of Christ.” He limps away, lame 
but glad. The other is Paul, stoned in the highlands of 
Asia and dragged to the highway gutters to die. See him 
climb from the gutter, see him smile while wiping away 
sweat, blood, and dirt, and hear him say, “If I die ’tis 
gain, if I live I will re-produce Christ.” Down the road 
he goes limping but happy. 

You may be thinking that you, too, have been left lame 
and at a disadvantage by something along life’s road, but 
consider that often the disadvantages of one’s life usual- 
ly produces the greatest blessings for him. There need 
be no denial of the tremendous fact that this globe is a 
place of misery, pain, and suffering. Afflictions are com- 
mon, and every living creature feels them. They are felt 
even within the glistening walls of the kingdom of God. 
David said, “Many are the afflictions of the righteous, 
but the Lord delivereth him out of them all.” Surely, 
we all have been left lame from things that befall us in 
this life. We have limped away many times even from

HERE WAS A MIRACLE at Pentecost. It was not 
} the fleeting signs, the roaring sounds, and fire 
and tongues. It was the mighty proclamation of 
the apostle Peter concerning Jesus Christ. Before this, 
Peter had been a fisherman, then a hesitant, wavering 
disciple. Now he was speaking with persuasive power. He 
was the mouthpiece for the Holy Spirit which was speak- 
ing for the first time as the Witness to the crucified 
and risen Christ.

This Living Word is truly the gospel of Jesus Christ, be- 
cause “these Scriptures are all Christocentric.”—John 
McNaugher, Jesus Christ, the Same Yesterday, Today, 
and Forever. The apostle Paul described this gospel of 
Christ as “the power of God unto salvation to every one 
that believeth,” Romans 1:16. The marvelous thing about 
this gospel is that “It is intended to say the same thing 
to every man and to all men for all time.”—Edwin Lewis, 
The Faith We Declare. Neither can the gospel be classi- 
fied as either ancient or modern. The timelessness of its 
quality makes it always contemporary. Its essential 
marks are not affected by time, and when we seek to 
modernize it, we only remove the archaic wrappings that 
have kept it bound and set up in the light of its glorious 
blaze and power to render its effective ministry as surely 
as ever.

this gospel to the place of dominance in human life. Since 
this gospel is connected with Jesus Christ, “the evange- 
lized life will be the Christ-controlled life.”—Edwin Lewis, 
Theology and Evangelism. Of course, the first question 
that arises is what are the agencies through which this 
evangelization process might become a reality? 


FIRST, IT IS THE work of the Church to 
bring the needs of humanity into contact with the power 
of the gospel. T. W. Manson uses the teaching of Paul to 
make the categorical statement that the “Church is the 
body of Christ.”—T. W. Manson, The Church’s Ministry. 
As the body of Christ, then, the Church is the dwelling 
place of the living Christ. The attributes of the body are 
twofold. It is the body of the crucified Christ and the 
risen Christ. Through the affliction of its members, the 
body makes up for what is lacking in the sufferings of 
Christ. However, the exaltation of Christ is also shared 
by its members through the gift of the Spirit. As the 
Church is the body of Christ, however, Christ is the 
Head. Christ is not whole without the body; neither is 
the body whole without the Head. It is at this point that 
the bodily resurrection stands out in vivid focus. In this 
experience, Christ took on a new body—the Church. 


Instead of Christ walking the dusty roads of Palestine 
now, He is with His disciples wherever they go through- 
out the world. No longer is His healing touch available 
to and restricted to a few in the land of His birth. Wher- 
ever there is compassion among the saints and wherever 
the healing process is accomplished, His hand is reaching 
to all the world. His teaching no longer falls upon the 
ears of the multitude that gathered on the mountain 
top to hear Him. Through the vast network of missionary, 
educational, and ministerial enterprises of the world 
where the Christian gospel is taught, Christ is teaching 
through His body—the Church. “If Christ is to continue 
His ministry, He must be made whole by us. What hu- 
mility! He must be made whole by us who cannot be 
whole without Him.”—Nels F. S. Ferre, Pillars of Faith. 

Mankind is dedicated to a number of causes and ac- 
tivities, but our first duty in life is always to God through 
Jesus Christ. This duty is twofold. It is to the whole 
Christ, which includes the body. Therefore, our duty is 
to the Head and to the body. Thus it is that if we have 
Christ we shall also manifest in our lives, as members of 
His body, those attributes which make up His perso 
Thus we cannot accept Christ without receiving His com 
passion, also. If we love Him, we will “feed His sheep.”

We must accept His concern and become an instrument 
of salvation to the whole world if we are to live for His 
sake. 

For the gospel to come to the full realization of its 
power within the framework of human personality, it 
must do more than provide a false security. There must 
be power and visible fruit. These are accomplished only 
when the individual is actually born again and when the 
gospel is made alive in his heart by the power of the 
Holy Spirit. “He only is Christian in whom lives actually 
the life of Christ. Christians are saints, or not Christians. 
To be a saint is not to be strong or wise in oneself, but 
to have one’s weakness and foolishness used by God. To 
be a saint is to be a fool for Christ’s sake. One whose 
whole life is offered up in concern for the world. Such 
foolishness, however, is the truest wisdom, for it’s God’s”— 
Nels F. S. Ferre, Pillars of Faith. 

In order for the Church to make the proper impact in 
the endeavor of evangelism, as well as to live up to its 
tradition as the body of Christ, there must be organic 
unity. This unity must manifest itself in Christian fel- 
lowship. Ferre contends that the Church is the kind of 
fellowship for which God made the world. Furthermore, 
God intended that all men everywhere should find and 
should become a part of that fellowship. This fellowship 
must be active and built around the life that the Spirit 
provides. The Holy Spirit working through the body, wit- 
nessing to Christ as the Head, provides a common unity 
that is conducive to fellowship. If the Church is to meet 
the challenge of the world, the way in which and the 
methods by which it is now divided are sinful. The world 
is dying for the love of Christ, but the divisions of the 
Church hurt the Head and weaken the body. “He let His 
blood be shed to draw us together. We let His body bleed 
by keeping ourselves apart.”—Nels F. S. Ferre, Pillars 
of Faith. The need of the world stands before us. We 
need to present the whole Christ, in deed and in truth, 
not a Christ divided among the body of Himself. Thus 
the evangelical imperative is, first of all, that the Church 
of Christ, in a unified whole, minister the healing and 
saving power of Jesus Christ to the needs of the world. 


SECOND, A GREAT responsibility rests upon 
the ministry of the evangelical faith to live up to the de- 
mands of its cause. Lewis indicates “a liturgical church 
may conceivably be better than its priest, but no evange- 
lical church can in the long run be better than its min- 
ister.”"—Edwin Lewis, The Faith We Declare. Because of 
the profound personal influence of the minister upon 
the beliefs and attitudes of his congregation, it is much 
more searching and demanding upon him than the 
priest. Because the conventions of his congregation will 
largely follow his thought and consecration, he must rise 
to the occasion. He must be a man of his age; he must be 
as the children of Issachar, “which were men that had 
understanding of the times, to know what Israel ought 
to do,” 1 Chronicles 12:32; he must be the man with a 
message that belongs to no particular age but to all ages; 
yet, he must be able to proclaim the Christian gospel 
to his own age. It must be timely, but “when what is 
ageless in his message is surrendered in order to make the 
message timely, it is no longer even timely.”—Edwin 
Lewis, The Faith We Declare. 

Truly the minister must bring the message up to date. 
Bringing the gospel message up to date, however, is the 
process of removing that which has wrapped it to ac- 
commodate it to other ages. The treasure within must 
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not be disturbed. That which shines forth when the 
wraps are removed is the timeless quality of Jesus Christ. 
Without this timeless quality, it cannot be contemporary. 
In this age of emphasis upon human freedom, the 
freedom of the evangelical minister is restricted by 
his supreme responsibility. Paul declares that we are 
the ambassadors of Christ. As such our function is to 
represent. Thus the minister has freedom to act within 
the limitation of his instructions. Although it is within 
the power of the average evangelical minister to con- 
strue and change these instructions to meet his own par- 
ticular ideas and convenience, when he assumes this 
prerogative, he is no longer the true ambassador of 
Christ. The priest might conceivably hide his own per- 
sonality behind the tradition and the liturgy of the 
Church, but the minister cannot. He is the evangelical 
prophet. He is a voice speaking from a personal exper- 
ience those things which constitute reality. “THE CHRIS- 
TIAN PREACHER WHO HAS MADE THE GOSPEL HIS 
OWN, WILL PROCLAIM THAT GOSPEL TO OTHERS 
AS THE POWER OF A NEW LIFE.”—Edwin Lewis, The 
Faith We Declare. 

The question might arise as to the extensiveness of 
the ministry. In our day, it is pretty well defined by the 
occupancy of a pulpit or a similitude thereof. It is in- 
teresting, however, to note Manson’s comment concerning 
the ministry in the early Church: 

“There is nothing to indicate that in the earli- 
est days of the Church any member or group of 
members had any exclusive monopoly of glossola- 
lia or prophecy or didache. On the contrary, 
when the congregation assembles, each member 
is a potential contributor to the service. One may 
have a psalm, another a piece of teaching 
(didache), another a piece of prophesying (apoc- 
alypsis), another some speaking with tongues 
(glossa), and another the interpretation there- 
of. All that is required is that each contribution 
should help to build up the life of the communi- 
ty (1 Corinthians 14:26). The ministry of the 
Word is the business of the whole community, and 
any member can take part in it.”—-T. W. Manson, 
The Church’s Ministry. 

Although it is not the practice in most evangelical 
churches for the congregation to participate this freely 
in the promotion of the service, there is, at least, op- 
portunity provided whereby individuals might have a 
place in the great evangelical imperative. 


‘THIRD, THE Christian life reaches out and 
identified itself with the needs of all within reach. The 
Christian faith is faith in action. It comes from God, but 
it is for the benefit of others. This type of faith pro- 
duces fellowship. It produces this fellowship by the meth- 
od of witnessing, teaching, and preaching, as well as 
helping in every available way. “A Christian life is not 
Christian unless it witnesses.”—Nels F. S. Ferre, The 
Pillars of Faith. Ferre goes further and asks how it is 
possible for anyone to be a real Christian and not win 
over at least someone else to his way of believing. So it 
is that individual witness for Christ is the third means 
of bringing the needs of humanity into contact with the 
power of the gospel. 

This isn’t always easy. It might be easier for the min- 
ister to preach Christ from the pulpit than to mention 
Him to a passenger on the train. It is always easier to

+ CHALLENGE 10 FAITH +

S WE VIEW THE present world situation, the 

outlook is dark. A few years ago the Second 

World War, of tremendous magnitude, engulfed 
all the nations of the world. The war in Korea and Indo- 
china may easily be the beginning of a new onslaught of 
Communism that will plunge the world into a Third 
World War. The clouds are becoming fiercely dark as the 
storm .of war looms just over the horizon. If somehow 
there is not a change in international relations, we are 
faced with the blackest of storms ever to be known in 
human history. This danger has been made grave by 
the dawn of a new age, the Atomic Age. The atom and 
hydrogen bombs are weapons of such power and poten- 
tialities as to give cause for panic in a world of such 
strained diplomatic affinity. Nations already view one 
another with mutual suspicion. 

It is not necessary for us to be in the executive or legis- 
lative department of our Federal Government to realize 
that Communism is reaching out as the tentacles of a 
giant octopus, taking into its firm grip people, not only 
in the Eastern Hemisphere, but also in the Americas and 
in the United States in particular. 

Communism is enveloping the world. It is violently 
aggressive, and it is endeavoring to bring all the free na- 
tions of the world into bondage and captivity. Its one 
goal is to conquer the nations of the world and bring 
them under subjection into one world government. The 
intrinsic essence of this satanic-influenced ideology is the 
very expression of the unmistakable spirit of antichrist. 
We would not be unjust to assert that Communism is a 
religion—a religion that is inspired, motivated, and di- 
rected by the devil himself. It, then, being the very anti- 
thesis of Christianity, strikes at the heart of all that is 
good and right. When it enters a country, a curtain is 
drawn, and it is virtually hidden behind closed doors to 
the free nations of the world. 

We must fight this monster by the removal of the food 
upon which it thrives; namely, the hungry, the impov- 
erished, the underprivileged, those people embedded in 
fear, and those swallowed in superstition. This can be 
done if only the Christians will awake from their in- 
difference and stupor and will catch the vision of dying 
souls. Actually the only real opposition to Communism 
is Christianity, but unless Christians meet the zeal of 
Communism with equal zeal, gain greater vision, become 
apostolic in power, and revolutionary in action, we will 
be unable to meet this tremendous challenge. 


Not ONLY IS THERE Communism, but also 
the rising tide of sin and ungodliness almost causes our 
hearts to miss a beat. There have been more laws en- 
acted to forestall crime than ever before; yet more crimes 
are now committed than at any time in legal history. 
Our immorality is leading us to another Sodom and Go- 
morrah. Marriage vows are no longer sacred, which re- 
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sults in an astounding increase in the divorce rate. The 
home—the very basis of our society—is crumbling. Fam- 
ily altars have vanished, and in their place stand the 
idols of sin. In this modern age, too few parents are home 





long enough, sober enough, or can quit bickering long 
enough to train a child in the way he should go. There 
has been a surge to church membership and cold ortho- 
doxy, but a turning from godliness and the miraculous 
working of the Spirit. In fact, America today is as Israel 
was when the Psalmist wrote, “Yea, they turned back 
and tempted God, and limited the Holy One of Israel.” 
Satan has challenged the power of God. Is he to go un- 
challenged? A militant antichrist spirit is swarming 
through the land. What are we going to do about it? 

There is envy and jealousy, not only among individuals, 
but also between nations. This materialistic age has dis- 
pensed with the scriptural teaching of self-denial, and 
selfishness has become the means to a goal of a false 
self-esteem. By this very idea brotherly love, as well as 
godly love, has been cast to the four winds. The Church, 
the body of Christ, has lost its vision, therefore producing 
its greatest defeat. If you please, the Church has become 
at ease in Zion. If you will notice, this state of indif- 
ference is arising, and necessarily so, from within the 
ranks of the Church; consequently, the more terrible 
and effective its blow. Always where there is discontent 
and strife in the internal organization of any group, dis- 
integration is the natural consequence. It is no less true 
in the Church. If Paul were writing unto us today, I 
wonder if his words would not be the same as those ad- 
dressed to the church at Corinth, “And I, brethren, could 
not speak unto you as unto spiritual, but as unto carnal, 
even as unto babes in Christ.” It would appear to me 
that Paul, in speaking of “babes in Christ,” did not have 
reference as to time of salvation or experience with God, 
but rather to the spiritual condition of the believer. It is 
for that reason, therefore, that we observe many pro- 
fessed Christians who have been believers for a number 
of years, yet who are carnal simply because they are 
at ease in Zion and have not progressed spiritually or 
grown “in grace and the knowledge of the Lord and Sav- 
iour Jesus Christ.” 


THIS HAS BEEN accomplished through the 
infiltration of satanic influence that would strip Chris- 
tianity of all divine power. Christians have been lulled 
to sleep. This state of apathy can be shattered only by 
a dynamic active faith in God and a mighty outpouring 
of the Holy Ghost. It is true that the Church, which is 
the only hope for sin, heartaches, and sorrows, of man- 
kind, is spending its energy in a struggle for ecclesiastical 
prestige and power at the expense of proper evangelism. 
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*Watch— Watch

ATCH! W-A-T-C-H! 
W This little five-letter word certainly has a 


very great meaning, a definition to be fath- 
omed that you or I cannot fully comprehend. 

Webster tells us that “watch” means close observation, 
guard, sentry, attendance without sleep, watchman, di- 
vision of the night, and so forth. 

A close observer is very attentive, mindful, wide awake, 
and very watchful. Job, a perfect and upright man, one 
who feared God, was very restless, and in Job 7:12 we 
find these words “Am I a sea, or a whale, that thou 
settest a WATCH over me?” 

David expressively relates that a believer is oppressed 
by the sense of mortality. Psalm 90:4, “For a thousand 
years in thy sight are but as yesterday when it is past, 
and as a WATCH in the night.” 

Dear ones, your life may flourish in the morning and 
be as grass that grows, but in the evening you may be 
cut down and may wither. 

It behooves you to WATCH, for your life may be even 
shorter than the duration of grass. It can vanish, as 
James says, “like vapor.” 

Jeremiah, the weeping prophet, advocated the severe 
judgment of God against Babylon. Jeremiah 51:12a em- 
phasizes strength and power of the WATCH and WATCH- 
MEN. “Set up the standard upon the walls of Babylon, 
make the WATCH strong, set up the WATCHMEN, pre- 
pare the ambushes.” 

The worldly throng is rampant and pleasure mad. 
Christ fully stressed worldly carelessness in the twelfth 
chapter of Luke. He gave a warning that should be ac- 
cepted to be ready now! Since the devil’s time is always 
some other time, listen to Jesus’ words in Luke 12:37-40, 
“Blessed are those servants, whom the lord when he 
cometh shall find WATCHING: verily I say unto you, 
that he shall gird himself, and make them to sit down to 
meat, and will come forth and serve them. And if he 
shall come in the second WATCH, or come in the third 
WATCH, and find them so, blessed are those servants. 
And this know, that if the goodman of the house had 
known what hour the thief would come, he would have 
WATCHED, and not have suffered his house to be broken 
through.” 


FRIENDS, THIS imperative statement spok- 
en by Jesus is one of the greatest warnings made in the 
Holy Writ—“Be ye therefore ready also: for the Son of 
man cometh at an hour when ye think not.” 

David said he continually meditated day and night. 
God grant that you, dear reader, may keep your mind 
fully concentrated on Jesus unceasingly so that you will 
be ready for the soon coming of our King of kings and 
Lord of lords. 
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Perhaps, dear child of God, you may be alone as to the 
hilarity of the world, but you can be shut in with Jesus 
and be as David when he said, in Psalm 102:7, “I WATCH, 
and am as a sparrow alone upon the housetop.” 

Jesus firmly admonishes the people of this age to tarry 
and WATCH! This truthful demand is just as applicable 
today as it was for His disciples when He said just before 
His agony and prayer in the garden, “My soul is exceed- 
ing sorrowful, even unto death: tarry ye here, and 
WATCH with me,” Matthew 26:38. 

Another great phase of WATCH comes in relieving the 
brethren and sharing our help, finance, love, sacrifice, 
etc., by bearing one another’s burdens. 

“WATCH ye, stand fast in the faith, quit you like men, 
be strong. Let all your things be done with charity,” 
1 Corinthians 16:13, 14. We find here that love for every- 
body will weave the word WATCH into a firm life cable 
with increasingly strong threads each day. 

We cannot be sluggards and go into a lethargy of 
Sleep, for the Lord will come as a thief in the night; 
therefore, preparation for Christ’s coming judgment will 
come when people of the world are reveling in sin and 
are least expecting it. 

Paul emphatically declares in 1 Thessalonians 5:3-6, 
“For when they shall say, Peace and safety; then sudden 
destruction cometh upon them, as travail upon a woman 
with child; and they shall not escape. But ye, brethren, 
are not in darkness, that they should overtake you as a 
thief. Ye are all the children of light, and the children 
of the day: we are not of the night, nor of darkness. 
Therefore let us not sleep, as do others; but let us 
WATCH and be sober.” 

Watch and be sober! This is a great scriptural text, 
and it means so much to an individual. 

The word “sober” is a descriptive adjective that modi- 
fies an upright character. May the grace of God rest 
with individuals so that they may be sober or, in other 
words, be habitually temperate in all things, self- 
possessed, calm, steady, with a strong will power and a 
sweet, loving temper that will be pleasing to God, re- 
gardless of certain influential characters of the world. 

When Paul carefully warned against unsound doctrines, 
after their own lusts, and so forth, he admonished Tim- 
othy in 2 Timothy 4:5, “But WATCH thou in all things, 
endure afflictions.” 

If this was meant for Timothy, truly it applies to you 
and to me, dear reader. 

Much more could be said on this important word 
“watch,” but may all who read this little discourse be 
blessed and be drawn closer to the dear Lamb of God. 

In conclusion our meditations express our sentiment 
to all that you may WATCH! PRAY! BE READY! for Je- 
sus will come in the twinkling of an eye. 
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DIVINELY HEALED 


September 14, 1950, God wonderfully 
healed me of cancer, heart dropsy, 
kidney trouble, arthritis, pellagra, and 
swelling of the brain. For twelve years 
I could not lie down. The last four 
years I worked in the mill, and I had 
to sit straight up in the bed to sleep. 
For eight years, I sat on the side of 
the bed or in a chair and could not 
even get my feet on a stool. During 
the last years I worked in the mill, 
I was in severe pain. The last day of 
my work there I was almost frantic 
because of the severe on. I sent for 
the doctor, and he told me that my 
blood pressure was up to 260 and that 
I had inflammation of the kidneys. 
In two weeks I was in the hospital, 
and I could not retain any food at all. 
After giving me glucose and making 
several X-rays, they discovered I had 
gallstones. My liver and gall bladder 
were so badly diseased they could not 
operate. I was past getting around, 
and I started swelling. Since the doc- 
tors said my heart was causing this 
trouble, they gave me treatments for 
my heart, but I continued to grow 
worse. The doctors told me that my 
arteries were all hardening and that 
there was nothing they could do about 
it. I began to be in so much pain I 
could not get any relief. My doctor, 
J. E. Crosland, told me he would have 
to do something he surely did hate to 
do—start giving me opium. I took this 
drug for several years. I took all the 
law allowed for anything. 

Although unable to go to church for 
eight years, I belonged to the Tre- 
mont Avenue Church of God in Green- 
ville. Brother Earl. P. Paulk was my 
pastor for several years. The prayer 
band and my brothers and sisters in 
Christ came often and had services 
with me. Praise the Lord! It is so 
wonderful to belong to the dear old 
Church of God, for it will really stand 
by you in your troubles and trials and 
sickness. Praise God and bless His 
good name forever. The last time 
Brother Paulk came to see me, before 
he left Greenville, he had prayer with 
me. He said, “Sister Jackson, you have 
suffered so long and had so much 
trouble that God’s going to undertake 
for you.” I thought the change would 
be that God would take me home to 
glory. I said to him, “Brother Paulk, 
I can’t be here much longer, for I have 
a hole eaten through my stomach.” 
He said, “I know that things will be 
better.” 

My little granddaughter, Ruth Jack- 
son, had bronchial asthma, and the 
child was in a terrible condition. She 
could hardly eat or sleep. Her parents 
had to spray her all through the night 
so that she could breathe, and sud- 
denly she could eat and sleep and 
seemed so happy and was smiling all 
the time. I asked her mother (Faye) 
what had happened to Ruth. She said 
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she and a brother had taken her to a 
woman for prayer while visiting her 
mother (Mrs. Cobb in Seneca, South 
Carolina) a few days before, and she 
believed Ruth was healed. I said, “Of 
course, she is healed. Who is the wom- 
an, where does she live, and why don’t 
you praise God for healing your 
daughter?” She told me that the wom- 
an was Mrs. W. M. Collins and that 
she lived at Westminster, South Caro- 
lina, and that she had known her all 
of her life. I asked her why she hadn’t 
told me about her, and she said she 
had never thought of it. Well, of 
course, the more I watched my grand- 
child, the more I desired to see Mrs. 
Collins. I was really in a terrible 
condition, for I was so badly swollen 
that my feet and legs were cracked 
and the water ran out of them and 
uddled, and with the hole eaten 
hrough my stomach, I could not bear 
even a little jolt without great pain. 

On September 14, 1950, I started for 
Westminster. One of my neighbors, 
Mrs. C. C. Gardo, often told me, “I 
know God can heal, and if He ever 
heals you, everybody will know it; they 
can tell by looking at you.” When I 
left for prayer, Mrs. Gardo told me 
that if I started that long trip in the 
condition I was in, my next trip would 
be to the cemetery. I replied that I 
would welcome the cemetery if I could 
never get any better. When we 
reached Sister Collins’ home, I told her 
I did not have much faith, but I felt 
that if she would pray for me, I would 
get a little better. She said, “Sister 
Jackson, you have the most faith of 
anybody I have ever seen—anyone 
who would come this long journey in 
the condition you are in.” She an- 
ointed me with oil, prayed, and raised 
up shouting and praising God for 
healing me. She said, “Don’t you be- 
lieve you are healed?” I told her that 
I didn’t want to claim healing until I 
knew I was healed. I sat there a few 
minutes, and the Lord began to work 
—I could bend my knees and ankles, 
and I could straighten up. For a long 
time I had been unable to straighten 
up. I ran all over the room, off the 
porch, and around the yard several 
times. I lay across the bed a few min- 
utes and did not smother. Sister Col- 
lins said, “Now you believe you are 
healed, don’t you?” I said that I would 
write and tell her. 

We started for home, and before we 
reached Westminster, my stomach 
was. completely healed. When I ar- 
rived home, I picked up the telephone 
and called Mrs. Gardo. I told her I 
had something to show her. When she 
came in, I showed her my stomach. 
She put both hands on me and her 
eyes were full of tears when she said, 
“I know God has healed you; please 
don’t take any more opium.” I told her 
if I could lie down and sleep, I would 
never take any more. She said, “I am 
going home; I know you can lie down 


and sleep.” I lay on one pillow and 
slept until three thirty in the morn- 
ing, but I awoke in the worst agony I 
had ever been in. I was drawn in 
knots all over and could not be still. 
I got my Bible and tried to read, but 
couldn’t see how. I tried to pray but 
couldn’t, because I was in such terri- 
ble agony. Realizing it was the opium 
dying in me, I used the telephone and 
began to call for prayer. I knew that 
the same Jesus who had healed me of 
my diseases would heal me of the 
opium. I began vomiting. Soon Sister 
Lola Eppes came in and asked me if 
I had been healed. I told her that I 
had, and I showed her my stomach. 
She said, “Here is your cancer you 
have vomited.” 

Mrs. Gardo came in and told me she 
had half of Greenville shouting over 
the telephone. She said that when she 
would call someone to tell him I was 
healed, he would start shouting and 
praising God, and she would hang up 
and call somebody else. Well, in a few 
hours hundreds of people had heard 
of my healing and had come to see 
me. Brother A. M. Phillips had just 
come to Greenville as our new pastor. 
When I told him I had just been 
healed of a terrible disease, he said 
that several members had told him of 
the condition I was in. The devil real- 
ly did fight me over the dope, but, 
praise God, the saints held on to God 
in prayer for me. The doctor said I 
would have to enter the hospital for 
treatment of the opium or I would die. 
I told them to tell the doctor I would 
not enter the hospital for treatment, 
because the same Jesus who healed 
me of my diseases would heal me of 
the opium or take me home to glory. 
As soon as they told the doctor those 
words, every knot left my body, and I 
could straighten out, and I was healed 
of the opium. Some folks say, “Why 
didn’t God heal.you of the dope when 
He healed your body?” God makes no 
mistakes. If He had healed me then, 
I still wouldn’t know how terrible it 
was and would not be fighting it as I 


do now. Dope is of the devil, and the 


devil will slip it on you if you don’t 
watch out. 

Some folks say if it is God’s will, He 
will heal. Praise God, He did not send 
His Son in this world to do anything 
against His will. He healed all that 
came to Him, and He will heal every- 
one who comes to Him now, believing 
and accepting it when the work is 
done. When we have prayer for our 
bodies and feel His touch, the work is 
done if we will believe that God does 
not halfway do things. He doesn’t 
halfway save, halfway sanctify, half- 
way baptize with the Holy Ghost, nor 
halfway heal. Praise God! He can 
work and none can hinder, and He 
can hinder and none can work. Praise 
God! I can feel His presence right 
now. Glory! I have given my testimony 
in many cafes, buses, depots, street 
corners, or anywhere I have an op- 
portunity. I praise God for saving me 
from a life of sin, sanctifying me, 
baptizing me with heaven’s sweet 
Holy Ghost, with the evidence of 
speaking in other tongues. Jesus is my 
Saviour; He is my Healer; He is my 
Keeper; He is my All in all. I shall 
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now tell you the best part of my testi- 
mony. 

My husband, a poor old drunkard, 
gambler, and almost anything the 
devil wanted him to be, was 62 years 
old and had never served God. When 
I got healed, he got saved and, praise 
the Lord, I have a Christian home. He 
wants me to go and tell the good 
news. He helps me out any way he 
can. Sometimes, while telling the 
blessed story of what God has done 
for my home, I am gone three or four 
days a week. I shall try to go any- 
where I am called if the folks will pay 
my traveling expense. I ride hundreds 
of miles to tell it. I am now a great- 
grandmother, and I feel better in my 
body than I have since I was a young 
woman. I am now 60 years of age. I] 
hope my testimony will help someone 
along the way. I do pray that every 
unsaved person who reads this will 
accept my Jesus. I hope all who are 
afflicted in their bodies will accept 
this wonderful healing power of God, 
for God is no respecter of persons. 
What He did for me, He will do for 
you. Praise His name forever. 

For anyone who doubts my story, 
I will gladly furnish proof. I had dis- 
ability insurance with the Palmetto 
Insurance Company, and two years 
before I was healed, they settled the 
claim with me. When God healed me, 
they rejoiced with me. You know that 
if their doctors had thought I would 
live they would not have paid off, for 
if they had not settled with me, I 
would have to be paying on it since ’ 
am well. I want every real child of 
God to pray for me that I will keep 
humble before the Lord and try to 
help someone along the way, for Je- 
sus came to seek and to save that 
which is lost.

Pastor-Architect Won’t Preach 
in His Creation

Sunday, July 4, marked the realiza- 
tion of a dream for nearly 200 local 
members of the Church of God who 
held the first services in their recently 
completed church at North F Street 
and 7th Avenue, where ground was 
broken for the new building almost 
four years ago. 

As a graphic symbol of church ex- 
pansion in keeping with the city’s 
growth, the new temple towers over 
the small frame building just across 
the street, where several generations 
of the congregation have worshiped 
since 1925. The original church, de- 
stroyed by the 1928 hurricane and re- 
built two years later, will be used as 
a meeting hall. 

Lots for the new church were pur- 
chased in 1950 under the leadershi 
of Brother B. W. Watson, now retired. 
Ground was broken in the fall of that 
year when another minister, B. E. 
Ellis, assumed the pastorate. Shortly 
afterwards, a one-story Sunday School 
section was erected, and the founda- 
tion and walls for the main building 
were started. The present minister, 
Harold F. Douglas, assumed supervis- 
ion of the project in January of 1953, 
at which time he became pastor. 

Aside from practicing the ministry, 
the thirty-eight-year-old Brother 
Douglas is an accomplished drafts- 
man, thoroughly familiar with church 
architecture and construction proce- 
dure, this being the third project he 
has completed, in addition to several 
remodeling programs in his home 
state, South Carolina. 

It was mainly through his efforts 
that construction gained momentum 
from the time of his arrival almost 
eighteen months ago. Many in the 
congregation, even friends and non- 
members, donated hundreds of work- 
ing hours to the job. 

While construction was in progress, 
Brother Douglas was appointed Busi- 
ness Manager of Lee College in Cleve- 
land, Tennessee, by the School’s board 
of directors. He requested that his ap- 
pointment not become effective until 
such time as he could complete his 
work here. He was present at the 
opening services, but was scheduled 
to leave for Tennessee shortly there- 
after. Brother Watson, who twice be- 
fore has served the same congrega- 
tion, will assume leadership until a 
new pastor is appointed. 


Many of the features of the new 
church were personally designed by 
Brother Douglas, including the beau- 
tiful, stained lead glass windows. He 
also planned the unique choir plat- 
form, which can be lowered to floor 
level, according to the needs of church 
events. 

Indirect fluorescent lighting is used 
throughout the auditorium and in the 
other rooms of the building. The main 
ceiling is. treated with acoustical tile 
and presents a smooth, unobstructed 
appearance. An intercom system 


serves the entire building, in addition 
to the amplifiers used for the speaker 
at the pulpit. Radio broadcasting fa- 
cilities have been installed, also. 

The auditorium, which features an 
inclined terrazzo floor, has a seating 
capacity of about 450, with form- 
fitting pews of solid red oak. A sound- 
proof nursery with a large glass wall 
panel has been provided. The first 
floor also houses an auxiliary kitchen, 
small assembly hall, and classrooms. 

A pastor’s study and nine class- 
rooms are located on the _ second 
floor, where two dressing rooms serve 
the baptistry, also. As a safety meas- 
ure, two sets of stairs lead to the up- 
per level. 

The exterior of the building is dec- 
orated with slump brick, and a flower 
trough runs the length of each side 
wall. Minor finishing work, interior 
decoration, and a landscaping pro- 
gram will virtually complete the proj- 
ect.—The Lake Worth Leader, Lake 
Worth, Florida.

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EXPECT BIBLICAL LIFE SPAN 
TO BE AVERAGE 


NEW YORK (EP) The babies of to- 
morrow will have an average life span 
of the Biblical three score and ten, 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance Co. 
predicted. The average length of life 
in the United States now stands at a 
record high of 68.5 years, Metropolitan 
statisticians reported. The improve- 
ment in longevity has been spectacu- 
lar since the turn of the century. 
About twenty years has been added 
to the human life in that time, the 
report said. It appears that future 
gains cannot be expected to be as 
spectacular, the statisticians reported, 
but some progress will be made. “The 
babies born in the very near future, 
therefore, may be expected to have an 
average lifetime of ‘three score and ten 
years’,” the report said. 

Among the ten titles of nonfiction 
that were most widely distributed in 
1953 were seven of religious interest. 
Highest was the Revised Standard 
Version of the Holy Bible with sales of 
more than 1,100,000 copies. 

Breweries are spending about $125,- 
000,000 for advertisement and promo- 
tion which included $22,410,943 in 1953 
to buy 2,494 pages of magazine space. 
In 1952, $21,922,980 was spent to buy 
2,577 pages. 

There is a tavern for every 326 per- 
sons in the United States, or one tav- 
ern for every 96 families. It is further 
reported that there are 213,955 more 
taverns than churches in the nation. 

It has been estimated that nearly 
six million youngsters will be enrolled 
in vacation church schools in the 
United States and Canada this sum- 
mer. A recent survey indicated that a 
total of 5,430,872 children were en- 
rolled last year, and enrollment in the 
last decade has nearly doubled. 

The site of the Biblical Sodom, at 
the Dead Sea, has become an impor- 
tant industrial center in the new Is- 
rael. The potash works there were to 
produce 400 tons of the valuable min- 
eral daily by June. Israel’s main ex- 
port market for potash is Britain. 


LONDON, England (EP) There is an 
increasing tendency for British 
churchmen to visit Russia. They re- 
turn with stories of peace and toler- 
ance concerning the church in Russia. 
The Intelligence Digest asks, “Are 
these stories to be relied upon?” An- 
swers a correspondent: (1) No church 
leader exists in Russia today who has 
not been examined and passed as 
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“sound” by the secret police. (2) No 
Bibles have been printed in Russian 
since 1927. A copy of the Scripture 
costs half a month’s wages. Few can 
afford this. (3) No one under the age 
of twenty-five is allowed to be re- 
ceived into church membership; thus 
the Communists have the advantage 
over the church (though they are not 
entirely successful). (4) The church 
leaders are instructed to use their po- 
sition to do propaganda for peace 
(on religious pretexts) on Russian 
terms. The correspondent suggests 
that before the statements of the Rus- 
sian church leaders are taken at face 
value that the western churches 
should set up a commission to take 
evidence from refugees and that this 
evidence be made public. This would 
give a clearer view of the picture. 


CATHOLIC LEADER CLAIMS NO 
PERSECUTION IN COLOMBIA 

CAPE TOWN, South Africa (EP) 
Charges that the Roman Catholic 
Church in Colombia is persecuting 
Protestants were labeled here as “non- 
sense” by Msgr. P. Francesco Font 
Garcia, Prefect Apostolic, of Wankie, 
Southern Rhodesia. Msgr. Font Gar- 
cia, of the Spanish Mission Institute 
with headquarters in Burgos, Spain, 
worked in Colombia for seventeen 
years before coming to Rhodesia. He 
said that what is called “persecution” 
is actually “the violent reaction of in- 
dividuals to the vilification of their 
faith” by non-Catholics. 

“The people of Colombia,” he ex- 
plained, “are intensely Catholic and, 
like all Spanish peoples, hot tempered 
by nature. For example, when non- 
Catholics insult Our Lady or slander 
priests and religious individual Catho- 
lics—although not the Church herself 
—the people often retaliate with phys- 
ical violence.”’ Msgr. Font Garcia add- 
ed that it was difficult for ‘“quiet- 
mannered Englishmen who never get 
excited about religion anyway” to un- 
derstand this reaction. He suggested 
comparing the feelings and reactions 
of Colombians “with their own if they 
heard the name of the Queen of Eng- 
land besmirched and vilified. What 
the ordinary Englishman would do is 
just what the Colombians do,” Msgr. 
Font Garcia said, “but it is not perse- 
cution.” 

SAYS WORLD DIVIDED INTO 
THREE CAMPS 

WASHINGTON, D. C. (EP) Commu- 
nist imperialism has divided the world 
into three groups, Deputy Under Sec- 
retary of State Robert Murphy said 


last month. He identified them as the 
countries of the free world, those 
within the Communist bloc, and those 
‘not yet committed in the struggle 
against Communist imperialism,” in- 
cluding much of Africa, the Near and 
Middle East, and parts of Asia. 
Though some individuals and coun- 
tries of this area support the free 
world, he added, they “are not able to 
exert their full influence, since the 
area as a whole has not firmly decid- 
ed its course in the struggle against 
Communism.” 

Mr. Murphy said the great diversity 
of this region poses both “a delicate 
problem for American foreign policy 
and a tremendous opportunity.” The 
United States, he declared, wants to 
help prevent these countries from fall- 
ing prey to Communist imperialism. 

A joint resolution to authorize Pres- 
ident Eisenhower to proclaim Novem- 
ber 28-December 4 as National Salva- 
tion Army Week has been introduced 
in the Senate. The Salvation Army will 
celebrate its 75th anniversary in the 
United States at that time. 

A college course in religion, spon- 
sored by Northeastern University, has 
been launched on a Chicago TV sta- 
tion and will be given every Sunday 
for twelve weeks. The theme of the 
program is “Man and Religion.” 


REPORT BIBLE BALLOONS 
REACHING RUSSIA 

ELKINS PARK, Pa. (EP) Bible- 
bearing balloons are getting over to 
Iron Curtain countries even though 
some have been shot down by Com- 
munist border guards and confiscated. 
This was reported to the third plenary 
congress of the International Council 
of Christian Churches, an organiza- 
tion of extreme fundamentalists. The 
Council indicated it would continue 
the “airlift” until 500,000 balloons 
bearing Bibles and tracts in Czech, 
Slovak, Polish, and Russian had been 
sent aloft. 

Because of Communist attempts to 
intercept the balloons, the launchings 
are now being conducted secretly at 
night, the congress was told by the 
Reverend Billy James Hargis, of Tul- 
sa, Oklahoma, director of the project 
on the East German border. He said 
that each balloon carries five Bible 
packets and contains varied amounts 
of hydrogen, the fullest of them being 
intended for Siberia. 

One indication of their effective- 
ness, Mr. Hargis said, was the fact 
that the Czech Government had pro- 
tested to the West German Govern- 
ment over the balloons. “We have 
been told by refugees that the gospel 
message is getting through, comfort- 
ing individuals, and sparking religious 
revivals,” Mr. Hargis added.

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PRESIDENT OF COLOMBIA 
ATTACKS PROTESTANTS 

BOGOTA, Colombia (EP) President 
Gustavo Rojas Pinilla said here that 
Protestant proselytizing campaigns in 
Colombia are the “greatest danger to 
national unity and to American soli- 
darity in its fight against interna- 
tional Communism.” In his inaugural 
address to the National Constituent 
Assembly, which re-elected him for 
the 1954-58 period, President Rojas 
Pinilla said Protestant propaganda is 
one of the problems which causes con- 
cern to the government. He added 
that the government “seeks its friend- 
ly solution.” 

The Colombian President contended 
that the history of religious reform 
and daily experience “show that Prot- 
estant propaganda in Latin countries 
does not lead to an increase in the 
number of sincere Protestants but to 
a loss of all religious faith and to in- 
evitable affiliation to Communism.” 
He asserted that it is the duty of po- 
litical leaders and of the government, 
particularly, to maintain the Catholic 
tradition and the country’s religious 
unity. President Rojas Pinilla said 
that there is religious liberty in Co- 
lombia under constitutional guaran- 
tee. But he issued this -warning: “If 
we let religious conflicts be added to 
ferocious party contention, we shall 
witness the dissolution of the father- 
land.” 

RUSSIA ENLARGES 
ANTI-GOD MUSEUM 

LONDON, England (EP) The Mos- 
cow Radio announced that the atheist 
museum of the Soviet Academy of 
Sciences in Leningrad would be en- 
larged this year by the addition of 
departments on the origin of religion 
and the origin of Christianity. An- 
nouncement of the expansion came 
in the midst of a Soviet-wide propa- 
ganda campaign against religion. The 
Moscow station also reported that 
mobile antireligious exhibitions now 
were touring Russia. The atheist mu- 
seum, housed in the former Kazan 
Cathedral in Leningrad, has some 
300,000 exhibits and 150,000 books. 
FINNISH CLERGYMEN REFUSE 
OFFER TO VISIT RUSSIA 

HELSINKI, Finland (EP) An invita- 
tion to visit the U.S.S.R., issued by the 
Russian Orthodox Patriarchate of 
Moscow to a number of Finnish Lu- 
theran and Orthodox clergymen, has 
been refused by many of the church- 
men who have received it, according 
to the Information Service of the 
Church of Finland. The report said 
ten clergymen are expected to be in 
the group which may go to visit Rus- 
sia and added that the invitation ap- 
parently had no political implication. 
SUNDAY SCHOOL WEEK CHOSEN 

CHICAGO (EP) National Sunday 
School Week, sponsored by the Na- 
tional Sunday School Association, will 
be observed between September 26 
and October 3. “Train Today” is the 
chosen theme with Luke 14:23b, “Go 
out into the highways and hedges and 
compel them to come in,” as the scrip-

ture text. Special emphasis will be giv- 
en to canvassing, visitation, training, 
and promotion. 

The NSSA has prepared special 
church bulletins for this observance, 
as well as informational leaflets, to 
help in promotion. Details will be sent 
upon application to the National Sun- 
day School Association, 542 S. Dear- 
born St., Chicago 5, Illinois. 


CHURCHES BOAST RECORD 
NUMBER OF U. S. MEMBERS 

NEW YORK (EP) More Americans 
than ever before, 59.5 per cent of the 
population, were members of churches 
and synagogues in 1953, the Yearbook 
American Churches reported. Only 20 
per cent of the population were listed 
as church members in the middle of 
the last century, the yearbook said. 
The figure was 49 per cent in 1940. 

Protestant denominations claim 
more than 55 million or 35.1 per cent 
of the population, according to the 
yearbook; more than 31 millions or 
19.8 per cent of continental Americans 
are listed as Roman Catholics. The 
ratio between Roman Catholics and 
Protestants has remained fairly con- 
stant over the years; the editors said 
Jewish groups list five million mem- 
bers. 

In Canada there are more than 
twice as many young men training for 
the priesthood of the Roman Catholic 
Church as there are students for the 
ministry in all the Protestant semi- 
naries in the country. To be exact, 
1,975 to 776—for a country which is 
43.3 per cent Roman Catholic. The 
shortage of ministers is a problem 
which has been plaguing the churches 
of the world for quite a while. In 
Canada it is so serious that for years 
now many Protestant congregations 
have been left without ordained lead- 
ership. In Newfoundland, for example, 
where there are nearly 90,000 mem- 
bers and adherents of the United 
Church, over half the charges have 
only lay ministers. 


Meeting 25,000 strong in St. Louis for 
their annual convention, the Southern 
Baptists gave enthusiastic support to 
the Supreme Court decision outlaw- 
ing segregation in U. S. schools. The 
“underprivileged and _  disinherited 
masses” are moving toward a “revised 
status,” said Texas’ Dr. Carl E. Bates, 
one of the convention leaders. “The 
last, the lost, and the least of this 
earth are now on the march...” 


Judge Allen of Lisbon, N. D., said 
recently that “Every juvenile delin- 
quent brought before me for the past 
seventeen years has been a cigarette 
smoker.” And, Dr. Hutchinson of the 
Kansas State Reformatory said, “Cig- 
arettes are the cause of the downfall 
of more boys in this institution than 
all other vicious habits combined.” 

A survey by the British Anti-Slavery 
Society has revealed that there are 
still about twelve million slaves in the 
world. In Arabia the asking price for 
a slave is about thirty dollars. 


BISHOP DECLARES CATHOLICS 
WINNING IN CANADA 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minnesota (EP) A 
Canadian bishop told the World An- 
glican Congress here that Anglicans 
in Canada are “losing the battle of the 
cradle and immigration” to Roman 
Catholics. He said it is being predict- 
ed that Canada will be a Catholic 
country by 1970. The Rt. Rev. George 
Luxton, London, Ontario, Bishop of 
the Huron diocese, proposed that the 
congress ask Anglican families to re- 
sist “planned parenthood” and other 
practices which limit the size of fam- 
ilies, such as job seeking by mothers 
and housing restrictions against chil- 
dren. Bishop Luxton said he had tried 
without much success to encourage 
British people to come to Canada. 
Dean James Pike, of the Cathedral 
of St. John the Divine, New York, 
asked the congress to speak against 
mixed marriages. He said Anglican 
clergymen would thus have a stronger 
policy; for example, when Roman 
Catholics seek to marry Anglicans. 
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The Supreme Council in its August 
session decided that the following 
confession should be published in the 
Evangel. It is published with remorse 
and humiliation that deception has 
been practiced by a member of the 
Church of God, but as a reminder to 
us that we are to beware of the sleight 
of men, lying wonders, and hoaxes 
that bring shame to the cause of Christ 
and the reputation of the Church. 
While we are deeply abased that such 
fraud should have been conceived and 
consummated, we publish it in a spirit 
of honesty so that our testimony may 
be held unblemished.

scenes of consecrations lamed but blessed. Sounds 
strange, but ’tis true. We should be thankful for the nec- 
essary afflictions of life that revive us and work our 
glory. 

PAUL STATED to the Romans that “all 
things work together for good to them that love God, to 
them who are the called according to his purpose.” He 
said all things; yet, it is impossible for me to fully un- 
derstand why sanctified saints must be eaten away by a 
dread demon disease. What is more touching to one than 
little children who, for the last time on earth, peek on 
tiptoes into the coffin at the mother’s wasted body while 
the daddy, torn with terrible grief, holds the baby up to- 
ward his mother’s dead body, wasted by a foul-smelling 
disease. Paul attempted to explain by saying, “For the 
mystery of iniquity doth already work: only he who now 
letteth will let, until he be taken out of the way.” Sin 
and Satan must run their course until they be taken 
away forever, and, then, never again will you go lame. 
When you think of afflictions, think of David, Job, Is- 
rael; and Paul said, “If I must needs glory, I will glory 
of the things which concern mine infirmities.” Paul was 
lamed by a “thorn in the flesh,” and after seeking time 
and again for deliverance from it, God answered him 
with these words in 2 Corinthians 12:9, “My grace is suf- 
ficient for thee; for my strength is made perfect in 
weakness.” Paul went on to say, “Most gladly therefore 
will I rather glory in my infirmities, that the power of 
Christ may rest upon me. Therefore I take pleasure in 
infirmities, in reproaches, in necessities, in persecutions, 
in distresses for Christ’s sake: FOR WHEN I AM WEAK, 
THEN AM I STRONG.” 

Not one soul since the commencing of ages has been 
free in this life from the hindering moments that lame 
us in some way. Consider the beautiful, valuable pearl. 
Without pain, there is no pearl. I have been with men 
oystering in the bay along the Gulf Coasts, and to think 
that the crude, shapeless oyster could produce such a 
beautiful thing as the pearl seems absurd, but it is true; 
however, by constant pain the pearl is completed. Some- 
times we forget in our process that the pains make more 
pearls, but not so with the oyster. Man takes advantage 
of this by grafting small, irritating particles of sand into 
the oyster’s coat. In the process of time, a skin envelops 
the tiny grain of sand. Soon the pain maker becomes a 
part of the oyster shell. This is done as long as there is 
pain, and when the pain is gone, a pearl is produced. 

Actually, pain is a vital part of human experience. It is 
absolutely impossible to escape the pains and afflictions 
of this life. In fact, one is made to appreciate the thing 
for which he has suffered great pain. The mother loves 
the child, not only because he is a part of her own body, 
but also because of the awful pain she underwent to pro- 
duce life for him. In all respects of life, the thing that 
has been gotten at a great price is far more appreciated. 
Your salvation was gotten by the greatest price that 
could possibly be paid, the death of Jesus on Calvary. 
Paul advises, “If we suffer, we shall also reign with him.” 
Yea, all who will live godly in Christ Jesus shall suffer 
persecution. Jacob suffered that awful, yet glorious night, 
for the angel willfully smote him. 

The sun is rising, now over Penuel. Yonder lays a still, 
exhausted form of a man. The angel has departed, the 
day is breaking, and suddenly the motionless figure 
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moves. Rising, he commences to stand erect. A sharp pain 
shoots through his thigh. He grabs his leg and frowns at 
the torture. Limping off smiling with a perspiring brow, 
tousled hair, and a lame limb, he lifts his hands with a 
shout of praise to Jehovah God and says, “I have seen 
God face to face, and my life is preserved.” There he 
stands with the dancing sunlight in his happy face, the 
hero of the wrestling bout, Jacob the victor. Listen to a 
portion of Psalm 30, “weeping may endure for a night, 
but joy cometh in the morning.” Often in the quiet cham- 
bers of suffering and pain while communing with God, 
we learn the way to His will and the joy of His salvation. 
Soon we shall arise from a long night of weeping, and 
though we may limp on through this life, up yonder we 
shall cease our limping, for then morning will come and 
with it the joy. 


A SOLDIER WAS COMING in from the 
worn battle fields. As the train pulled into the station, 
his lovely wife was waiting anxiously. Many soldiers 
leaped into waiting arms, but she stood there waiting. 
Down the tracks, the side door of a car was opened, and a 
pathetic sight met her. A man rolled her soldier out. All 
that was left was a smiling face and a heart full of love. 
The arms and legs had been torn off and nothing had 
been left but part of what was once a strong man. The 
soldier anxiously asked, “Am I welcomed home, darling?” 
She threw her arms toward him, and smiling through 
tears, she said, “Welcome home, darling, welcome home.” 
Brushing away tears, together they moved toward 
home. He was lamed by the awful war but happy. 

We may arise from our long night to be left lame, to 
hobble through life’s disappointments like the soldier boy, 
but, praise God, one day the battle will pass. The firing 
will cease. Then we, holding the war-scarred, ripped, 
blood-splattered banner of the Lord tightly, shall step 
upon the golden sands of the eternal shores of home. We 
shall then march in never to sigh again. We shall hear 
Christ say, “Welcome home, soldier, welcome home.” He 
will wipe away the tears from our -tired faces, and He 
will say, “March in, Paul, WITHOUT your thorn.” For 
you and for me although we may halt upon lame thighs 
down here, they will cease as we go inside the celestial 
city, for up there they neither limp nor suffer, spiritually 


or physically. Watch Jacob limp away from Penuel lame, ~ 


but realize, friend, that when men go lame in this life it 
is usually for a far more exceeding and eternal purpose 
than is realized.

Jesus, that name above every name, and have forgotten 
the Great Commission. Too, many Christians are becom- 
ing mere spectators. From some position of safety on 
the sidelines, they watch the fierce conflict, and then 
they sit down and talk about how it’s not as it used to be 
There is yet another group. These are not engaged in 
the battle as a soldier of the cross in liberating captives, 
but their zeal is for a doctrine, a new theology, or a 
change in organization. If we are to be victorious, we 
must cast off division, strife, evil-speaking, jealousy, and 
all the works of the flesh. If we fail, I fear we shall be 
confirmed in confusion, and we shall rapidly assume the 
role of a modern Babylon. 

Sin, wickedness, and ungodliness stand unparalleled. 
The very foundation of America stands to be shaken. 
God has called His people to arms. He is crying, “Prepare 
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war, wake up the mighty men, let all the men of war 
draw near; let them come up... Put ye in the sickle, 
for the harvest is ripe: come, get you down; for the press 
is full, the fats overflow; for their wickedness is great. 
Multitudes, multitudes in the valley of decision: for the 
day of the Lord is near in the valley of decision.” “The 
harvest truly is great, but the labourers are few; pray ye 
therefore the Lord of the harvest, that he would send 
forth labourers into his harvest.” God then has chal- 
lenged every man and woman, every boy and girl in the 
Church of God to faith. We must act and act immediate- 
ly. 

There has been no time in human history that God’s 
people haven’t been faced with a challenge. At times, 
however, it seems to be more pronounced than at others. 
This challenge gives each of us a personal responsibility, 
as well as a responsibility to the Church as a whole. We 
have only to look into that classic chapter of faith, the 
eleventh chapter of Hebrews, to see this necessary fea- 
ture of Christianity in evidence. We, as the ambassadors 
of peace and ministers of deliverance, must also take 
positive action against the forces of evil. It is, therefore, 
imperative that the Church not try to find alibis in order 
to justify unbelief that would produce a modern power- 
less church, for real Christianity is the fulfillment of the 
Spirit of Christ, and this cannot be accomplished if we 
are complacent or self-satisfied. Such would be welcome 
to Satan, however, who through enchantment, as well 
as oppression, would seek, if possible, to desecrate the 
altars of truth and would lead the children of liberty into 
captivity. 

When God commanded Abraham to take his son Isaac 
to the land of Moriah and offer him as a burnt offering, 
God gave him explicit instructions. By faith Abraham 
acted upon this. This, then, was the obedience of faith. 
“By faith Abraham, when he was tried . . . offered up 
his only begotten son; .. . Accounting that God was able 
to raise him up, even from the dead.” Abraham believed 
that God would provide a lamb or raise up Isaac even 
from the dead. Now this was an active faith, and it was 
contrary to human wisdom, but many times spiritual 
victories are won by means and upon principles utterly 
foolish and inadequate in the view of human wisdom. 
“For the preaching of the cross is to them that perish 
foolishness; but unto us which are saved it is the power 
of God.” Human wisdom would tell us it would be im- 
possible to win, but we can, and we must. “Greater is 
he that is in you than he that is in the world.” The com- 
bined forces of the world—the flesh and the devil—stand 
before us to be conquered. God, through His eternal 
Word and Spirit, has issued the challenge. What are we 
going to do?

talk about race relations to a sympathetic audience than 
on the courthouse square in South Georgia. We cannot 
pick our choice places and neglect the needy. Although 
our strongest statements might be readily received by 
the critics who review for the publisher, it is the people 
who read the community newspaper that need the words 
of life that we might offer. We cannot take it piecemeal. 
We must witness to the full truth of the fellowship of 
God’s Spirit or lose the fellowship of Christ. Pentecost 
must witness through us. We cannot be so objective that 
we can stand aside from the Holy Spirit and witness for 
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Christ. We do not have our own witness. He is our Wit- 
ness. It is only as we witness through God that our wit- 
ness is true. 

One might wonder why this business of witnessing is so 
important after all. If Jesus Christ is our Saviour, He 
has done something for us. We were rescued or saved 
from something, and because of the creative nature of 
Christ, we were saved for something. As the world stands 
before us—afraid of the unknown, afraid of death, and 
tired of the load of guilt—can we face them and honest- 
ly show them, by the witness of our testimony and by 
the manifestation of His grace in our lives, what Christ 
does for us and how He does it? Can we, as Ferre points 
out, show them that for the fear of the unknown, Christ 
gives us Revelation? For the load of guilt, He has pro- 
vided atonement. For the dread of death, Christ is the 
resurrection and the life and through Him we have life 
after death. 

It is the evangelical imperative to present Christ to 
this world. I think there is sufficient reason for this 
thinking in the following statement which gives a true 
picture of our position: 


“My hardest thinking and deepest searchings 
through the years in all aspects of thought and 
life have made Christ stand out as the Light 
far above our earthborn clouds, as the Cross 
that splits every guilt-stained horizon, touching 
and making radiant all sufferings of love, gath- 
ered within the great love of God, as the life that 
by its eternal nature conquers the deepest death. 
Therefore, I present Him, unworthy though I be, 
as the world’s only sufficient Saviour, yours and 
mine.”—Nels F. S. Ferre, the Pillars of Faith.
